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CHAPTER 28.

EXEMPTION OF LIFE INSURANUE MONEY.

AN ACT to amend Section 1182, of the Code of 1878 and exempting
funds realized from life insurance from debt.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of lowa:

That section eleven hundred and eighty-two (1182) of the
Code is hereby amended by adding thereto the following:

“And the avails of all policies of insurance on the life of
any individual payableto l?i?; surviving widow shall be exempt
from liabilities for all debts of such. beneficiary contracted
prior to the death-of the assured; provided, that in any case
the total exemption for the benefit of any one person under
the provisions of this section shall not exceed the sum of five
thousand (5,000) dollars.

CHAPTER 9.

INSURANCE OF EMPLOYES IN OERTAIN CASES.
AN ACT to Amend Section 1182 of the Code of Iowa as to Insurance

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of lowa:

“6. To insure employers against loss in consequence of
accidents or casualties of any kind to persons or property, or
both, resulting from any act of any one in their employ or
from any accident or casualty to persons or property, or both,
occurring in or connected with the transaction of their busi-
ness, or from the operation of any machinery connected there-
;vith c;xcept such insurance as is provided for in sub-division 7

ereof.

7. To insure against loss or injury to person or property
or both, growing out of explosion]or ruptare of steam bo%:rs.

Also by striking out the words ‘‘be organized to” in the
first line of the last paragraph of said section.
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Also by strikinf out the word ‘‘five” in the second line of Same.
the last raph of said section, and inserting in lieu thereof
the word ‘‘seven.”
